ANNOUNCING THE deci 
sion of the Harbor board was 
Dr. Frances Clark, president, 
who said,

"After careful study and 
consideration, the board voted 
to accmde to the request ol 
the Torrance group to be re 
leased and the board will 
stand by to advise and consult 
upon request."

In a visit here last July, 
Evelyn Noxsel of the National 
Field Staff of the YWCA said 
the group must (1) have a 
membership of 200 to 300, (2) 
a committed group of approxi­ 
mately 100 volunteers, (3) 
functional active committees, 
both administrative and pro­ 
gram, (4) an ongoing varied 
program including teenage, 
young adult, and general, and 
(5) assurance of continued fin­ 
ancial support.

THE TORRANCE YWCA 
was started 14 years ago when 
the Torrance Welfare Commis­ 
sion asked that organization to. 
establish a program in the city 
for the women in industry. The 
first staff was assigned in 1947, 
through the efforts of the Tor­ 
rance Junior Women's Club.

The present building, loc­ 
ated at Carson St. and Plaza 
Del Amo, was constructed sev­ 
eral years ago through the ef­ 
forts of local clubs and organi­ 
zations, lad principally again 
by the Junior Womens Club.

Hahn Urges War Against 
Flood of Smut Material

There is a serious need for, 
intelligent legislation to elim-. 
inate the flood of obscene and j 
suggestive literature which can 
be bought at many newsstands j 
by any school child, Supervisor 
Halm declared yesterday. ,

"However, legislative 'action' 
alone is not enough to lick this 
problem. It must be fought by 
all responsible citizens, the 
schools, the churches, and the j 
publishing industry," he stated.

Most legislation dealing with 
the control of suggestive litera­ 
ture has been declared uncon­ 
stitutional because the issue 
of freedom of the press has 
been involved.

"I BELIEVE that a good law 
can be written which will make 
control of this offensive liter-; 
ature possible without in any, 
way infringing upon the rights \ 
of free speech and free press," 
Hahn declared.

But, he added, the problem 
needs to be fought on many 
other fronts.

Torrance's school enroll­ 
ment boom is taking a new 
shape this fall, with a great­ 
er percentage of high school- 
ers, according to school offi­ 
cials. This will be more cost­ 
ly, they reported.

Enrollment is up about 1900 
this fall, to 26,800. High 
school enrollment is up about 
777 students, 15.8 per cent, 
and enrollment in elementary 
schools is up 1085, 5.4 per 
cent. The total is about 7.5 
per cent higher than last 
year's.

"We found a drop ta the 
number of kindcrgartnera, 
but an increase in high school 
enrollment," said Superintend­ 
ent J. II. Hull. "The average 
age of students is changing 
rapidly   and this will make

our program most costly. 
High school students' educa­ 
tions cost about $200 more 
per year than those of ele­ 
mentary students."

During Torrance's early 
building boom, the schools 
were flooded with youngsters 
of kindergarten or primary 
age. Since 1955, however, the 
average age has gradually 
risen with a decided jump 
tliis year.

"This increase in older 
children may be partly due to 
more apartments,' Hull noted. 
"It also may be that as home 
prices increase, younger fam­ 
ilies cannot afford to buy 
here. Apparently, the people 
who can afford the homes are 
a little older and have older 
children."
